adopted country, the United States of America. 


At 7J£ o'clock, the Hall was densely packed. 


Thegalleries presented a gay appearance, being 
chiefly occupied by Hungarians, Frenchmen, 
Italians, and Creoles, with their Indies. The 
body of the house was » compact mass of men 
exclusively, including the members of several 
societies. On tbe platform was a raised staging 
for the accommodation of the officers of the meet- 
ing and the band of music in attendance. At 
tbe extreme right of the stage the American flag 
was suspended. Next to it was the national flag 
of the Italian Republicans. By its side hung the 
Cuban lone Star flag. Suspended to the wall, 
m the rear of the speaker's stand, were two ban- 
ners, inscribed as follows: 


"Civil Liberty and Religious fudcpemleace tftro'- 
outthe World." 


"Do you Mm 
the Protection of the United 


Slatet? 
Then you shall have 
U.'—fngraham— 


Smyrna—July 3, 1853." 


The flag of (lie French Republic, the Hunga- 


rian flag, and the Red Republican flag were also 
displayed conspicuously upon the rear of the 
platform. 


Each of theso flags, as they were placed upon 


the wall in view of the audience, were saluted 
with cheers and applause. 


Among the societies present, were the Gorman 


Turners to the number of 400; the German Re- 
forraverein, about 150; the Willichsche Corps of 
75 members; the Democrat Bund, numbering 
600; 
and the European Revolution Society, rep- 


resented by about, 25 persons. 


At 7% o'clock the platform was taken by the 


committee of management, speakers, and others, 
and the, meeting organized. 


Among those seated upon the platform with 


the officers of the meeting, were John P. Hale, 
Gen. Mes/aros, Col. Asboth, George Casrtenscn, 
Architect of this Crystal Palace, J. Kroehl. Engi- 
neer of the Crystal Palace, Col. M. Doheny, M. 
Dietz, M.Camprlores, Porferio Valienti, arid oth- 
er notable foreigners. 


Resolutions expressive of the sentiments of the 


meeting were adopted, and speeches were made 
by the chairman, C. C. Burr, and Messrs. Hale, 
Meszaros, Cochrane, Doheny, and others.
